1 . Claimsl and 20 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures 
set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(b), claims 83 to 93, directed to the process of mal<ing or 
using the allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a 
restriction requirement have been considered for rejoinder. However, claims 83 to 93, 
directed to the invention of actuating a shape memory device do not require all the 
limitations of an allowable product claims, and therefore claims 83 to 93 have NOT been 
rejoined. 

Examiner's Amendment
